with the light partially excluded, 
h circular cages, in tiers rotating ona 
entral axis, and capable of being elevated 
de or rotated, which are so arranged 
that each bird has, as it were, a Separate stall, 
containing a perch. The birds are placed with 
their tails converging to a common center. 
while fhe head of each may be brought in fron 
by asimple rotary movement of the central 
axis. Each bird is fastened to its cell by 
leathern fetters, which prevent movement, 
except of the head and wings, without occa- 
sioning pain. When the feeding time comes, 
the bird is enveloped in a wooden case, from 
whieh the head and neck alone appear, and 
which is rr known as its ‘‘paletot,”’ by 
which means all unneeessary struggling is 
avoided. The attendant (a young girl) siezes 
the head in her left hand, and ently presses 
the beak, in order to open it; then, with her 
right, she introduces into the gullet a tin tube 
about the size of a finger. This tube 1s 
united to a flexible pipe, which communicates 
with the dish in which the food has been 
placed, and from which the desired quantity is 
| instantaneously injected into tbe stomach. 
The feeding process is eo short that two bun- 


| dred birds can be fed by one person in an hour.

the Court of Appeals. The question we have to 
consider, therefore, is this: as Bronson 
bound by law to accept from Rodes United 
States notes equal in nominal amount to the 
sum due him, es full performance and satisfac- 
tion of a contract which still stipulated for 
the payment of that sum in gold and silver 
coin, lawful money of the United States? It 
is not pretended that any real payment and 
satisfaction of an obligation to pay $1,507, 
coined money dollars, can be made by the 
tender of paper money worth in the markct 
only six hundred and seventy coined dollars. 
The question is, does the law compel the 
acceptance of such a tender for such a debt. 
It is the appropriate function of courts of 
ustice to enforee contracts according to the 
tent and understanding of the parties. We 
must, therefore, inquire what was the intent 
and understanding of Frederick Bronson and 
Christian Metz when they entered into the 
contract under consideration, In December, 
1851, and this inquiry w assisted by ref. 
erence to the circumstances under which the 
contract was made. Bronson was an exécu- 
tor charged as a trustee with the administra- 
tion of an estate; Metz was a borrower from 
the estate.

The Chief Justice then reviewed the acts 
regulating the coinage and continued: 

The design of all this minuteness and 
strictness in the ulation of coinage is 
easily seen.
